Here in al places thꝛough out this realme of England, 
vacabounds and beggers haue of long time encreaſed 
and daily do encreale in greate a erceſſiue uombers by

| wherby hath inſurged and ſpꝛong, and dailp inſurgeth | 
VV, and ſpꝛingeth continuall theftes, murthers,and other 
n 22 londue heynous offences and greate enozmities, to the

the ſayd Juſtice of peace, oꝛ hyghe conſtable, ſhall commaunde the ſayde
